The Padula reference supplied by the applicant actually comes closest to the 
claimed invention what with the vertical manipulation of a customer interface. However, 
the reference fails to disclose an antenna retaining portion retaining in a tip portion 
thereof an antenna coil to perform wireless communication with an IC card through 
electromagnetic coupling in conjunction with a drive mechanism to freely move the 
antenna retaining portion backward and forward between a position where the antenna 
retaining portion is protruding above a lane and where the portion is retracted in the 
unit.
